DEWET’S NEW VICTOBY. 


W ash in gton , July 14.—While the 
long expected fill of Santiago did not 
{giro place yesterday, it is evident that 
the crisis has been reached. 
Within 
the next few hoars the city will be 
either surrendered ,or receive such a 
baptism of fire as seldom falls to the lot 
of a besieged town. “ If he refuses I 
will open on him at 12 noon tomorrow 
(Thursday) with every gun I have, and 
have the Assistance of the navy, who 
are ready to bombard the oity with 13- 
inch shells.” 
That is the program laid down by 
General Shafter and is to be carried out 
to the letter. General Shafter is still 
commanding, according to the war de­ 
partment officials, anu, although dis­ 
patches have been received from Major 
General Miles, signed major general 
commanding, it is said that he has not 
displaced General Shafter in direct 
charge of the operations. The public, 
in one of these telegrams from General 
Miles, was given the first notice that 
our government had offered, in the 
course Of negotiations with General 
Torah to send the Spanish forces in 
Santiago back to Spain. A few days 
ago it was stated that the president 
would insist upon unconditional surren­ 
der, but it appears that condition had 
been modified, as indicated by General 
Miles. 
This was done from a desire to avoid 
useless bloodshed, for General Torahs 
army removed to Spain would be harm­ 
less to prfyent our further operations 
in Cuba and would serve as good a pur­ 
pose as would the destruction of the 
Spanish army. To allow the Spanish 
general to Withdraw to the interior and 
fall back on Havana, on the other hand, 
would put us under the obligation of 
overcoming that additional force when 
it oomes to the siege of Havana. Our 
government also is moved to make this 
proposal to remove the Spanish forces 
to Spain through a strong desire to close 
up the operations at Santiago at the 
earliest possible moment. 
This desire has been 
materially 
strengthened by the appearance of yel­ 
low fever within the American lines. 
It was at first supposed that the men 
were falling ill with malaria and cli­ 
matic lever, as the cases were reported 
as simply suspicious. Now, however, 
oomes the final admission that they are 
genuine yellow fever cases. 
Their ap­ 
pearance has determined the authorities 
upon a more active prosecution of the 
campaign. Orders nave or soon will go 
forward to General Shafter to discuss 
no lpore with the Spanish commander 
the terms of surrender, but to proceed 
to assault the town with all the force at 
his command as soon as the present 
truoe expires. It is expected by Shafter 
that the navy vflll co-operate and, while 
Secretary Long has received no direct 
advices on that point from Admiral 
Sampson, he fully credits this expecta­ 
tion. 
The yellow fever is principally in the 
quartermaster’s department.

YELLOW JACK’S RAID. 


K ey W est, July 14.—According to 
advices from Havana, received here 
yesterday. Governor General Blanco Ut 
tempted to commit suicide when he 
learned beyond doubt that Admiral 
Cervera’s squadron had been anni 
dilated. 
Long before the Spanish admiral’s 
gallant dash out of Santiago harbor all 
Havana had been boasting of his abri 
ity to outwit the Americans and when 
misleading dispatches gave the impres 
sioii that he had eluded the American 
fleet the demonstrations of joy in the 
Cuban capital partook of the nature of 
a festival. 
When the true story of the defeat 
came it was discredited until definite 
confirmation from Madrid no ionger 
left room for hope. Gloom settled upon 
the city, all gaieties were stopped and 
every public and many private buildings 
were hung with crepe And other black 
draperies. Blanco was in the palace 
when the intelligence reached him and 
he became almost frenzied. 
He was closeted arith his staff and 
General Arolas of the Spanish farces 
discussing the news when he made the 
attempt on his life. After a struggle 
he was subdued and disarmed, bat the 
shock was so severe that he was pros­ 
trated and compelled to keep to his bed 
for several days. When he arose his 
first order was to prohibit any food sup­ 
plies leaving Havana for interior towns, 
where the distress is most poignant and 
where many are starving daily. 
This 
aud other valuable information was 
brought by Jose Pauline Blanco, who 
indignantly repudiated a suggestion of 
kinship with the governor general. He 
says he is a loyal Cuban. 
He obtained a fisherman’s permit to 
go outside Morro and at 6 o’clock Mon­ 
day morning put off in a small boat. 
The United States gunboat Bancroft 
was stationed six miles out and he 
roiled to her, the Cojimar batteries 
east of Havana firing two shots at him 
when he was observed passing beyond 
the prescribed limits. The Bancroft 
transferred him to another vessel and 
he was bronght here. 
Blanco says the living conditions in 
Havana are constantly growing worse, 
the greatest distress necessarily falling 
on the Cubans, because nearly all the 
food is seized for the troops. Of those 
there are about 70,000 in the city, con­ 
sisting of volunteers, mobilized troops, 
militia aud regulars. Their rations are 
largely rice and beans without even 
bacon. Jerked beef, Blanoo says, sells 
for 30 cents a pound, bread of poor 
quality for 50 cents, lard $1, meat 75 
cents, cornmeal 25 cents and rice 50 
cents. 
Shark food is eagerly sought 
and the day before Blanoo left the city 
one shark caught in Havana harbor 
sold for $13.50. 
Those of the reconcentrados who have 
sufficient influence with tne dispensing 
authorities sometimes contrive to get 
one wretched meal a day, but the others 
starve, and it is no uncommon thing, 
Blanco says, to see persons drop dead 
in the streets. Even among the Span­ 
iards starvation is rapidly sapping their 
loyalty, and a large number of men are 
banding themselves together awaiting 
the first American attack on Havana as 
a signal for revolt.

REPUBLICAN CLUBS. 


W a s h in g t o n , July 14.—The state de* 
partment has been notified that thaH 
Italian government has determined to 
adopt force in securing the payment by 
the republic of Colombia of the arbitra­ 
tion award made by President Cleve­ 
land in favor of Ernesto Cerruti, an 
Italian citizen, amounting to $250,000, 
who was imprisoned and his property 
destroyed during a revolution. To this 
end the Italian government has sum­ 
marily closed diplomatic negotiations 
with the Colombian minister at Rome 
and has notified Admiral Oandiani to 
proceed with the Italian squadron to 
Cartagena, Colombia, and there adopt 
forcible means to collect the amouRt. 
A dispatch from Caracas, Veneaoela, 
announces that the Italian squadron 
under Admiral Candiani left La Guayra 
on Monday for Cartagena in order to 
seize the customhouse there. The in­ 
formation reaching the state depart­ 
ment is to the effect that the Italian 
squadron will arrive at Cartagena on 
the 14th, today, and that it consists of 
four warships. 
In view of the serious possibilities in­ 
volved in the case, the United States 
government has sought to avert an im ­ 
mediate crisis. On the request of the 
Colombian authorities that the good 
offices of the United States be exercised, 
word was sent to our charge de affaires 
at Rome to make inquiry into the 
status of the case. There appears to be 
no disposition on the part of our gov 
eminent to interfere in such steno as 
Italy may take for the execution of the 
award, as we are precluded from con­ 
testing an award made by this govern­ 
ment. 
At the same time it is hoped that 
Italy may be disposed to grant sufficient 
time to the South American republic 
to permit her to pay the aw,afd without 
suffering the indignity of a seisure of 
ber ohief commercial port. 
As Italy's 
purpose is confined to the collection of 
the award, and has no territorial put 
poses in view, it is said that tbs Mon­ 
roe aoctrine has no application to the 
case, but that it is governed by the rules 
whioh applied to the British seisure of 
Corinto, when the British squadron oc­ 
cupied the customhouse until a claim of 
$75,000 was settled.

It is expected by Shafter 
that the navy will co-operate and, while 
Secretary Long/has received no direct 
advices on that point from Admiral 
Sampson, he fully credits this expecta­ 
tion. 
The yellow fever is principally in the 
quartermaster’s department.

Admiral Dewey early on July 7 dis­ 
patched the 
Raleigh 
and Concord, 
whisht took Grande Island in Subic bay 
and captured the garrison. 
The 500 men comprising the garrison 
were made prisoners and their rifles 
were taken from them. 
Forty thousand rounds of ammuni­ 
tion and one Hotchkiss gun was also 
captured. 
This victory gives the Americans con­ 
trol of Subic bay. 
The Spanish were endeavoring to 
protect it with submarine mines and to 
make it ready for occupancy of the 
Spanish fleet supposed to be on its way 
from Spain. 
Admiral Dewey's possession of Subio 
bay defeats Germany's supposed plans 
to interfere in the Philippines. 
The insurgents have captured the 
valuable merchant ooast steamer named 
Philippines. The native crew killed the 
officer of the ship before her capture. 
The insurgents were using the trans­ 
port in an attack, which they contem­ 
plated making on Grande island before 
Admiral Dewey was called upon. 
Although the attitude of the Germans 
is still irritating, Admiral Dewey is 
managing them with great diplomacy. 
He coes not expect any trouole with 
them. 
The blockade will hereafter be more 
rigid. Only the supply ships of the 
American and foreign fleets are allowed 
to enter. 
The Austrian cruiser Frundsberg ar­ 
rived and saluted the Spanish fleet 
first, after which she saluted Admiral 
Dewey’s flag. 
M a n ila , via Hongkong, July 14.— 
The insurgents on Wednesday, July 6, 
reported that the German gunboat 
Irene, in Subic bay, refused to permit 
them to attack the Spaniards on Grande 
island. Rear Admiral Dewey promptly 
dispatched the United States cruisers 
Raleign aud Concord to investigate the 
m atter. 
On entering Subic bay the 
Raleigh opened fire on the forts, where­ 
upon the Irene slipped her cable and 
steamed oui by the other ohanneL 
The result of the Are of the Ameri­ 
can warship was that the Spaniards, 
n u m b e r in g over 500 men, surrendered 
everything. 
On returning to Manila the Irene ex­ 
plained that she interfered “in the cause 
of hum anity,” and offered to hand over 
to the Americans the refugees she had 
on board. 
Admiral Dewey, however, 
declined to accept them.

Long before the Spanish admiral’s 
gallant dash out of Santiago harbor all 
Havana Had been boasting of his abil­ 
ity to outwit the Americans and when 
misleading dispatches gave the impres­ 
sion that he had eluded the American 
fleet the demonstrations of joy in the 
Caban capital partook of the nature of 


When the trne story of the defeat 
came it was discredited until definite 
confirmation from Madrid no ionger 
left room for hope. Gloom settled upon 
the city, all gaieties were stopped and 
every public and many private buildings 
were hung with crepe m d other black 
draperies. 
Blanco was in the palace 
when the intelligence reached him and 
he became almost frenzied. 
He was closeted with his staff and 
General Arolas of the Spanish forces 
discussing the news when he made the 
attempt on his life. 
After a straggle 
he was subdued and disarmed, but the 
shock was so severe that he was pros­ 
trated and compelled to keep to his bed 
for several days. 
When he arose his 
first order was to prohibit any food sup­ 
plies leaving Havana for interior towns, 
where the distress is most poignant and 
where many are starving daily. 
This 
and other valuable information was 
brought by Jose Pauline Blanco, who 
indignantly repudiated a suggestion of 
kinship with the governor general. He 
says he is a loyal Cuban. 
He obtained a fisherman 's permit to 
go outside Morro and at 6 o’clock Mon­ 
day morning put off in a small boat. 
The United States gunboat Bancroft 
was stationed six miles out and he 
roared to her, the Cojimar batteries 
east of Havana firing two shots at him 
when he was observed passing beyond 
the prescribed limits. The Bancroft 
transferred him to another vessel and 
he was brought here. 
Blanco says the living conditions in 
Havana are constantly growing worse, 
the greatest distress necessarily falling 
on the Cubans, because nearly all the 
food is seized for the troops. Of those 
there are about 70,000 in the city, con 
sisting of volunteers, mobilized troops 
militia aud regulars. 
Their rations are 
largely rice and beans without even 
bacon. 
Jerked beef, Blanco says, sells 
for 30 cents a pound, bread of poor 
quality for 50 cents, lard $1, meat 75 
cents, cornmeal 25 cents and rice 50 
cents. 
.Shark food is eagerly sought 
and the day before Blanco left the city 
one shark caught in Havana harbor 
sold for 413.50. 
Those of the reconcentrados who have 
sufficient influence with the dispensing 
authorities sometimes contrive to get 
one wretched meal a day, but the others 
starve, and it is no uncommon thing, 
Blanco says, to see persons drop dead 
in the streets. 
Even among the Span­ 
iards starvation is rapidly sapping their 
loyalty, and a large number of men are 
banding themselves together awaiting 
the first American attack on Havana as 
a signal for revolt.

W ashington, July 14.—The slate de­ 
partm ent has been notified that th es 
Italian government has determined lo 
adopt force in securing the payment by 
the republic of Colombia of the arbitra­ 
tion award made by President Cleve­ 
land in favor of Ernesto Cerruti, an 
Italian citizen, amounting to $250,000, 
who was imprisoned and his property 
destroyed during a revolution. To this 
eud the Italian government has sum ­ 
marily closed diplomatic negotiations 
with the Colombian minister at Rome 
and has notified Admiral Candiani to 
proceed with the Italian squadron to 
Cartagena, Colombia, and there adopt 
forcible means to collect the amount. 
A dispatch from Caracas, Veneraela, 
announces that the Italian squadron 
under Admiral Candiani left La Guayra 
on Monday for Cartagena in order to 
seize the customhouse there. The in­ 
formation reaching the state depart­ 
ment is to the effect that the Italian 
squadron will arrive at Cartagena on 
the 14th, today, and that it consists of 
four warships. 
In view of the serious possibilities in­ 
volved in the case, the United States 
government has sought to avert an im ­ 
mediate crisis. On the request of the 
Colombian authorities that the good 
offices of the United States be exercised, 
word was sent to our charge de affaires 
at Rome to make inquiry Into the 
status of the case. There appears to bs 
no disposition on the part of onr gov 
em inent to interfere in snob steps as 
Italy may take for the execution of the 
award, as we are precluded from con­ 
testing an award made by this govern­ 
ment. 
At the same time it is hoped that 
Italy may be disposed to grant sufficient 
time to the South American republic 
to permit her to pay the aw.ard without 
suffering the indignity of a seisure of 
ber chief commercial port. 
As Italy's 
purpose is confined to the collection of 
the award, and has no territorial pur­ 
poses in view, it is said that th# Mon­ 
roe doctrine has no application to the 
case, but that it is governed by the rales 
which applied to the British seizure of 
Corinto, when the British squadron oc­ 
cupied tne customhouse until a claim of 
475,000 was settled. 
President Cleveland refused damages 
for arrest and imprisonment, but al­ 
lowed for property destroyed.

PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 


A Pension Examiner For This

Alleged Exchange of Notes by Certain

L on don, July 14.—The Star claims to 
be in a position to state authoritatively 
that an active exchange of vieva oc­ 
curred on Monday and Tuesday be­ 
tween the diplomats who are endeavor­ 
ing to arrive at a peace understanding 
between the United States and S; ain.

W a sh in g to n, July 14.—The ordnance 
bureau of the navy department yester­ 
day tented a six-inch steel plate made 
by the new krupp process by the Car­ 
negie company.

The 
boats are hauled away a couple of hun­ 
dred feet from the deserted vessel, and 
she rides without a human soul aboard 
her, often, when the drill is gone 
through in midocean, in a sea that the 
landsman would account terrific. 
“ Then the w ord‘Board!’ is passed, 
and within eight minutes at the most 
all hands are not only on boatd again, 
but every boat has been relashed to the 
davits, all of the provisions, water, in­ 
struments and other gear have been re­ 
moved, and the ship’s oompany is in a 
fair way to get to sleep again. ”

A D e f e i t # o f T h e ir F air M indedness, 
lia b ility Mid In te g r ity . 
A very common error is prevalent 
that the work of reporters, given in 
newspapers, as a rale is not entitled to 
respect or credence. It is generally as­ 
sumed that the reporter writes chiefly 
or wholly to make a sensation or in 
some way interest readers tyitbcut re­ 
gard to facts, while just the reverse is 
the troth in all reputable newspaper es­ 
tablishments. 
It is safe to assume that the state­ 
ments of reporters given in the leading 
reputable journals of the country are 
quite as truthful as are the general 
statements from the pulpit when the 
minister gets outside of strictly reli­ 
gions teachings, and very much more 
truthful than are the public expressions 
of most if not all of the leading profes­ 
sions. 
With very few exceptions the 
management of our leading daily news­ 
papers enforce truthfulness and fairness 
as the supreme attributes for a newspa­ 
per writer, and yet it is common for all 
who are displeased with any reportorial 
statement to say that " ifs a mere news­ 
paper story. ’* 
It is true that there are a few con­ 
spicuous exceptions to the rule that gov­ 
erns the reputable newspapers of the 
country. 
Not only are the managers af our 
leading newspapers entitled to great 
credit for the scrupulous care they in­ 
form on their reporters and correspond­ 
ents to present the troth with as exaot 
fairness as is possible, bn! the public 
little know the ceaseless care that is ex­ 
ercised in every reputable newspaper 
office to prevent the publication of even 
the truth when it would be more harm­ 
ful to publish than to suppress i t There 
is not a week, indeed hardly a day, that 
the newspapers of this oity do not sup­ 
press the facts proper for public infor­ 
mation which would make a moat inter­ 
esting story solely because it would 
bring a flood of sorrow to the innocent 
aud helpless and oast an imperishable 
shadow upon their lives. With all the 
errors necessarily committed in a news­ 
paper office by reason of the haste with 
which the articles must often be prepar­ 
ed, the public little know with what 
thorough integrity the newspapers, as a 
rule, protect the innocent even at the 
cost of suppressing legitimate and inter­ 
esting information. The skeletons of 
hundreds of households are carefully 
guarded in the newspaper offices of the 
country, and generally without even the 
knowledge of the people who are thus 
protected.—Philadelphia Times.

How ABA**is W orked Out a Scientific 
Problem a * Be I A t e d by Himself. 
The letters on sleep and dreams in 
The Spectator remind me of a case in 
the experience of Agassiz, and which 
be told me himself, though it is record­ 
ed in bis work on the American fishes. 
He was studying a fossil fish in the 
Jardin des Plantes, bvt bad never been 
able to determine the species to his sat­ 
isfaction. After a time he dreamed that 
he caught the very fish and without dif­ 
ficulty determined the question, think­ 
ing, as he woke from the dream, that 
he would have no difficulty. 
But on 
returning to the fossil something in the 
dream had escaped him, and be oonld 
no more determine the species than be­ 
fore. 
The next night he bad the same dream 
and again forgot the essential point. 
He then determined to take a pencil and 
paper with him to bed and make his 
note as soon aa he woke. The dream 
came the third time, bot to bis surprise 
on fully awakening he found the draw­ 
ing made aud lying on the table bed sido, 
with three bones displayed in it which 
were not visible in the fossil, and which 
solved the problem. On returning to the 
Jardin des Plantes he obtained permis­ 
sion of his friend, the director, to chip 
away a scale of stone which lay on the 
spot where the bones were in the draw­ 
ing, and found them there aa his draw­ 
ing bad given them. It is SO years since 
Agassiz told me the incident, but those 
who have access to his history of the 
North American fishes w ill be able to 
read it in his owu words in the intro­ 
duction and correct my version if my 
memory baa in any detail failed me.— 
Loudon Spectator. 


On* O ccasion W h en th e C lev er W O M I 
W a* S urp rised and C onfounded. 
The brightest time for Mrs. Carlyle’s 
talk was during dinner. 
Day after day 
she poured forth witty stories, most of 
which I have almost forgotten, but in 
any case it would be desecration to at­ 
tempt to repeat almost anyffof them. 
Tbs characteristics of living nam and 
women were often dashed off in a few 
pithy words, not 
without 
satirical 
touches. George Henry Lewes was not 
one of her favorites, but I noted with 
pleasure the way in whiob she spoke of 
the wonderful transformation effected 
by the influence on bim of George Eliot. 
One of her experiences was when vis­ 
iting a shoemaker’s shop to make a pur­ 
chase, at the time when sandaled shoes 
were worn, like those represented in 
the original illustrations of Dickens. 
The sandals were of black ribbon, uncut 
until the shoes were worn by the pur­ 
chaser at home. Mrs. Carlyle tried on 
many shoes, and each time that a shoe 
proved unsuitable she unconsciously 
slung it on to her left arm. 
Being at 
last suited, and having paid her bill, 
she left the shop, and had walked a lit­ 
tle way when she heard a shout behind 
her. 
Looking back she saw the shop­ 
man running after her, much excited 
and insisting on her returning the stolen 
shoes. 
Looking down, she saw to her 
surprise a number of shoes dangling 
from her arm. The man indignantly 
asked her name and address. Her as­ 
tonishment was such that her name was 
obliterated for a time from her memory 
and all she could recollect was ber 
maiden name, "Miss Welsh." The hu­ 
mor in this tale was enhanced to those 
who knew her from its being so mncb 
out of keeping with her usual shrewd­ 
ness and self possession that no one 
oonld have predicted it of her. 
Her death scene, a year later, when 
“ Mr. Silvester," as she named ber 
coachman, during a drive, turned and 
looked into the carriage—surprised at 
receiving no orders as to route—and saw 
her sitting, lifeless, with a pet dog on 
her knee, bas often risen 
to my 
thooghta 
My strongest impression was of the 
deep mutual love evidently subsisting 
between Mrs. Carlyle and ber husband. 
Every subject we discussed seemed to 
recall thoughts of him. If the piano 
were opened, bis song of the "blue day" 
was referred to or asked for; if any 
literary man were mentioned, his opin­ 
ion of him was given, or a story was 
told showing his relation to other men 
of note. I felt as if listening to the love 
talk of a youthful engaged couple, and 
when, in later days, Fronde opened up 
a floodgate of misunderstanding I felt 
assured there was a radical misconcep­ 
tion of the true state of affairs.—New 
York Independent.

A very common error is prevalent 
that the work of reporters, given in 
newspapers, as a rule is not entitled to 
respect or credence. 
It is generally as­ 
sumed that the reporter w rites chiefly 
or w holly to make a sensation or in 
some way interest readers ^ itb so t re­ 
gard to facts, w hile just tbs reverse is 
the troth in all reputable newspaper es­ 
tablishments. 
It is safe to assume that the state­ 
ments of reporters given in the leading 
reputable journals of the country are 
quite as truthful as are the general 
statements from the pulpit when the 
minister gets outside of strictly reli­ 
gions teachings, and very mach more 
truthf a1 than are the public expressions 
of most if not all of the leading profes­ 
sions. 
With very few exceptions the 
management of oar leading daily news­ 
papers enforce truthfulness and fairness 
as the supreme attributes for a newspa­ 
per writer, and yet it is common for all 
who are displeased with any reportorial 
statement to say that “ i f s a mere news­ 
paper story." 
It is true that there are a fstv con­ 
spicuous exceptions to the rule that gov­ 
erns the reputable newspapers of the 
coon try. 
Not only are the managers af oar 
leading newspapers entitled to great 
credit for the scrupulous care they in- 
force on their reporters and correspond­ 
ents to present the truth with as exact 
fairness as is possible, but the pnblio 
little know the ceaseless care that is ex­ 
ercised in every reputable newspaper 
office to prevent the publication of even 
the truth when it would be more harm­ 
ful to publish than to suppress it. There 
is not a week, indeed hardly a day, that 
the newspapers of this oity do not sup­ 
press the facts proper tor pnblio infor­ 
mation which woald make a most inter­ 
esting story solely because it would 
bring a flood of sorrow to the innocent 
and helpless and cast an imperishable 
shadow upon their lives. 
W ith all the 
errors necessarily committed in a news­ 
paper office by reason of the haste with 
which the articles mast often be prepar­ 
ed, the pnblio little know with what 
thorough integrity the newspapers, as a 
rule, protect the innocent even at the 
cost of suppressing legitimate and inter­ 
esting information. 
The skeletons of 
hundreds of households are carefully 
guarded in the newspaper offices of the 
country, and generally without even the 
knowledge of the people who are thus 
protected.— Philadelphia Times. 


MRS. THOMAS CARLYLE. 


SLEEP AND DREAMS. 


How A fiM ii W orked O ut a Scientific 
Problem ae B elated bv H im self. 
The letters on sleep and dreams in 
The Spectator remind me of a case in 
the experience of Agassiz, and which 
he told me himself, though it is record­ 
ed in his work on the American fishes. 
He was studying a fossil fish in the 
Jardin des Plantes, but had never been 
able to determine the species to his sat­ 
isfaction. After a time he dreamed that 
he caught the very fish and without dif­ 
ficulty determined the question, think­ 
ing, as he woke from the dream, that 
he woald have no difficulty. 
Bot on 
returning to the fossil something in the 
dream had escaped him, and be coaid 
no more determine the species than be­ 
fore. 
The next night he had the same dream 
and again forgot the essential point. 
He then determined to take a penoil and 
paper with him to bed and make his 
note as soon as be woke. 
The dream 
came the third time, but to bis surprise 
on fully awakening he found the draw­ 
ing made and lying on the table bed side, 
with three bones displayed in it which 
were not visible in the fossil, and which 
solved the problem. On returning to the 
Jardin des Plantes he obtained permis­ 
sion of his friend, the director, to chip 
away a scale of stone which lay on the 
spot where the bones were in the draw­ 
ing, and found them there as bis draw­ 
ing bad given them. It is SO years since 
Agassiz told me the incident, but those 
who have access to his history of the 
North American fishes w ill be able to 
read it in bis owu words in the intro­ 
duction and correct my version if my 
memory baa in any detail failed me.— 
London Spectator.

George Henry Lewes was not 
one of her favorites, but I noted with 
pleasure the way in whiah she spoke of 
the wonderful transformation effected 
by the influence on him of George Eliot. 
One of her experiences was when vis­ 
iting a shoemaker’s shop to make a pur­ 
chase, at the time when sandaled shoes 
were worn, like those represented in 
the original illustrations of Dickens. 
The sandals were of black ribbon, uncut 
until the shoes were worn by the pur­ 
chaser at home. 
Mrs. Carlyle tried on 
many shoes, and each time that a shoe 
proved unsuitable she unconsciously 
slung it on to her left arm. 
Bejng at 
last suited, and having paid her bill, 
she left the shop, and had walked a lit­ 
tle way when she heard a shoat behind 
her 
Looking back abe saw the shop­ 
man running after her, mach excited 
and insisting on her returning the stolen 
shoes. 
Looking down, she saw to her 
surprise a number of shoes dangling 
from her arm. 
The man indignantly 
asked her name and address. 
Her as­ 
tonishment was such that her name was 
obliterated for a time from her memory 
and all she could recollect was bor 
maiden name, “ Miss W elsh.” The hu­ 
mor in this tale was enhanced to those 
who knew ber from its being so mach 
out of keeping with her usual shrewd­ 
ness and self possession that no one 
could have predicted it of her.

told showing his relation to other men 
of note. I felt as if listening to the love 
talk of a youthful engaged couple, and 
when, in later days, Fronde opened np 
a floodgate of misunderstanding I felt 
assured there was a radical misconcep­ 
tion of the true state of affairs.—New 
York Independent.

There has been next to nothing in 
neW6 from the Eighth since it landed on 
Onban- soil. last Sunday afternoon. 
Members of Company E have not com- 
annicated with their friends and cor- 
respondents have been too busily en­ 
gaged at some other duty to get news 
natter through. The first news to come 
from the regiment appears in the 
Columbus Journal, and is signed by that 
paper’s correspondent. It follows: 
• The St. Paul. with the Eighth regi­ 
ment on board, made a quick trip from 
New York, having arrived here Sunday 
evening at 6 o’clock. Preparations were 
at once made to land, but the task was 
a disagreeable one in the extreme. A 
torrent of rain was falling and the St. 
Paul had dropped anchor a considerable 
distance out. 
The troops had to be 
loaded in small boats, none of which 
carried more than twenty men, and 
these had to run through a heavy Barf to 
make the landing. There was plenty of 
water both from above and below, and 
while there was no danger it was very 
disagreeable. 
"The landing of the troops was com­ 
pleted Monday, the landing place being 
about eight miles east of Santiago. 
General Shafter 
had need of the 
Eighth to strengthen hie lines about 
Santiago, and General Henry was 
ordered to take his command to the 
front, our position being near El Caney. 
The roads were in very bad condition on 
account of the rain and marching was 
very heavy, but the ‘President’s Own’ 
is composed of thorough 
National 
Guardsmen, most off them having seen 
service before, and the march, thongh an 
extremely severe one,was stood stoically, 
and the men arrived at their poet in good 
condition. 
"So far as I am able to judge, the city 
is completely surrounded with a deter 
mined, thongh thin, line of troops, and 
thongh not willing to surrender the 
Spaniards have no show of success. The 
condition of those in the city, if it can be 
jidged by the refugees who swarm about 
us, must be terrible, and should prompt 
an immediate capitulation. 
"The members of the Eighth are in 
Rood condition, and hope to get a chance 
is at least a small wrap before Santiago 
surrenders.”

First Suggested by Robert Seydell 
Pennsylvania la 1830. 
There was born in Milton, Pa., in 
1800 a man of wonderful genius, it is 
•mid. His name was Robert Seydell, and 
be died in 1847. Four children survive, 
two of whom reside here—a son, Jacob 
Seydell, and a daughter, Mrs. Gray. 
Mr. Seydell was a coppersmith and 
was almost continuously working out 
some device connected with the ma­ 
chinery in his factory To him, it is re­ 
lated by some of the oldest citizens of 
this place, belongs the discovery of the 
prodess of making lead pipe, and, like 
many other inventors, the idea of mak­ 
ing the same was stolen from him and 
further developed to its present form of 
man of acture. 
It was in the latter part of the thir­ 
ties that the idea suggested itself to 
him, and the following is the way he 
wrought it out: He first took a slug, or 
easting of lead, placing it on a mandrel, 
or rod of steel, about 16 feet long and 
an inch in diameter. The mandrel was 
aighly polished, and upon this he drew 
or rolled out the lead to the full length 
of the rod, thus giving him an inch 
lore, and the material was rolled, it is 
id, to a one-fourth inch, making a to­ 
tal diameter I % inches for the pipe. 
After completing several sections of the 
ength of the mandrel he soldered them 
together, making the pipe of whatever 
ength he desired. 
He put it to practical use by fasten- 
:ing it to pump heads, and also running 
lit from springs to connect watering 
troughs and springhonses in the coun­ 
try round about here. Being greatly 
leased with bis discovery and receiv- 
Bg the most flattering of comments 
:'rom his friends and neighbors in this 
section, be concluded to make bis in­ 
vention more widely known, and benoe 
made a visit to Philadelphia, taking 
lie deviee with him. 
At the Franklin institute in that city 
ne gave his first exhibition to quite a 
number of inventors, artisans and me­ 
chanics. As it is now related, every one 
who witnessed it was more than de­ 
lighted, and so expressed himself in 
his immedite presence. It was not long 
that he was allowed to remain in a con­ 
dition of supreme happiness over his in­ 
vention, for a short time after he made 
a disclosure of his discovery, and while 
yet in Philadelphia, he found out that 
by the persons to whom he had given 
an exhibition of the process of making 
lead pipe his idea bad been used and 
unproved upon.—Philadelphia Presa.

The fine old custom of speaking pass­ 
ing ships is rapidly dying ont among 
the skippers of today, and the general 
opinion seems to be that the modern 
master is, as a rule, too easy going to 
bother about anything of the sort 
Colonel 
Hosier, the 
secretary of 
Lloyds, considers Hist a deal of trouble 
and anxiety would often be avoided if 
captains weald but take the trouble to 
speak ships within reading distance of 
their signals. In many instances anxiety 
with respect to overdue vessels would 
be allayed, and, furthermore, there 
would continually be news for the 
friends of masters and for the hundreds 
of thousands of others who are interest­ 
ed in the great merchant marine of this 
country. 
Chatting the matter over, Captain 
Frond, the secretary of the Shipmasters’ 
society, said: “ The practice of speaking 
each other at sea and reporting at every 
opportunity is, I am sorry to say, dying 
out among the captains of the present 
day. I suppose they are indifferent, or 
careless, and do not consider it worth 
the trouble of hoisting the signals and 
making out the other fellow’s. It is a 
very great pity that an exceedingly use­ 
ful custom should be neglected, and I 
am glad to learn that Colonel Hozier is 
doing his utmost to induce masters to 
speak other ships and to report when­ 
ever it is possible. 
“ I am convinced that if captains can 
be persuaded to take the trouble to do 
this much good service will be rendered 
to the pnblio generally. This society is 
doing its utmost to get masters to re­ 
vive the practice. ” 
Captain Froud’s appeal was strength­ 
ened by the picturesque evidence of an 
old time skipper, who admitted that 
speaking and signaling had been almost 
entirely neglected of late years. “ When 
I first went to sea,” he said, ‘‘it was 
title invariable custom to exchange names 
nm! destinations and sometimes reckon­ 
ings with passing ships, but nowadays 
captains don't bother. 
Sometimes a 
■kipper is short banded and he won t 
take even one man from his work, but 
mostly he doesn’t bother himself about 
the thing at all. That’s my experience, 
and I’ve been at the game a week or 
two.”—London Mail.

Bow the Detroit Broke Dp W hat the In­ 
surgent Admiral Called a “Blockade.** 
An Incident That Pleases Men W ho 
Have Seen Smiling Men Fight* 


It was in January, 1894, Shat the 
civil war in Brazil was coming to a cli­ 
max in the harbor at Ria Admiral da 
Gama of the insurgents was in the har­ 
bor with several ships-of-war. The gov­ 
ernment held the city, bot while the in­ 
surgent admiral bald the water no ship­ 
ping could go up to the front as long as 
he said it couldn’t, and be said na 
Varions governments were affected by 
this embargo—“ blockade” the admiral 
called it. Great Britain was concerned 
chiefly, bnt the United States was a 
good second, with Germany and other 
nations as well. 
Europe looked to America to do some­ 
thing in the matter and was naturally 
diffident about interfering in family 
rows on this side of the water. At last 
Admiral Benham was sent down to take 
charge of the United States fleet in Rio 
harbor. The flagship was the San Fran­ 
cisco, and on Sunday, Jan. 28, Admiral 
Benham called on his captains to come 
aboard. Among them was Commander 
Brownson of the Detroit It is said that 
after the conference this commander 
came back to his ship smiling. However 
that may be, he certainly smiled next 
morning. Just after 6 o’clock that even­ 
ing—it was calm as could be, almost— 
the Yankee naval ships were seen to be 
in a hustle. The canvas awnings faded 
away, and in the night certain sounds 
were heard aboard them, at whioh vari­ 
ous listeners put their hands cup shaped 
behind their ears to listen harder. On 
the morning of the 29th there was a 
change in the appearance of the Yankee 
fleet. It had taken off its ooat, waist­ 
coat and shirt, so to speak, and was just 
eying itself when day dawned to see 
bow good its training had been. 
The insurgent ships Aquidaban and 
Tamandare were up the hay above Vi- 
ana island with their cables short, 
ready to trip. The Trajano and Guana- 
bara, as well bb the fleet of armed tugs, 
were crowded with men from the gar­ 
risons of Cobras and Villegaigon. The 
Liberdade flew the little bine ensign, 
for Admiral de Gama was aboard ber, 
lying with the Trajano and Guanabara 
north of Encbadoa island, a few yards 
from the American bark Amy, one of 
the boats kept ont by the blockade. The 
Parahyba was lying with its teeth, so 
to speak, at the throat of the Yankee 
barkentine Good News. 
Commander Brownson on the Detroit 
got his ship under way, having hoisted 
anchor at 6 o’clock, and beaded toward 
the city between Enchados and Cobras 
islands. Her crew was at her guns, 
and as eager a lot of men as one could 
tee anywhere at that time. The anchor 
got fouled in the Detroit’s hawse hole, 
and that was ample excuse for proceed­ 
ing slowly, which was convenient, 
while a couple of insurgent tugs made 
a sputter at the northern littoral of the 
oity, aa they had been doing a long 
time. After a couple of men had been 
killed aboard the tugs they drew baok, 
and the Detroit, with everything clear, 
rounded Enchados island and came 
along starboard side to starboard of the 
Trajana The men looked through their 
sights and then up at Commander 
Brownson on the bridge. The story of 
what they saw it a tradition in the 
navy now and always will be so long as 
men like Brownson are in command. 
The commander was smiling. 
A man on the Trajano raised a mus­ 
ket and fired a ballet over the heads of 
sailors pulling away in a boat with a 
line from the Amy to a ship at anchor 
that the Amy might be warped to the 
forbidden docks. Two heavy insurgent 
tugs came around with their rams 
pointed at the side of the Detroit. On 
the San Francisco the red flag of battle 
had been run up to the fore truck in 
stops. A quartermaster stood with his 
hand on the halyards eager to break it 
ont, with his eyes fixed on the admiral, 
who was looking at the Detroit for the 
sign which would cause him to give the 
quartermaster the order so ardently de­ 
sired. 
When the insurgent shot was fired, 
Commander Brownson tnrned to the 
gunner at a one pounder, and with a 
scarcely perceptible increase of the 
smile ordered the man to shoot into the 
Trajano at the water line six feet abaft 
the stern. 
The order was misunder­ 
stood, and the shot went across the in­ 
surgents’ 
bow. 
Thereupon 
Captain 
Brownson hailed: 
“ Trajano, ahoy!” he shouted. “ If 
you fire again, I will return the fire, 
and if yon persist I will sink yon. ” 
The Trajano’■ crews were excited. If 
a nervous finger had pulled a trigger, 
the fight would have been on.

Washington, July 14.—W hile the 
long expected fall of Santiago did not 
take place yesterday, it ie evident that 
the crisis has been reached. 
W ithin 
the next few hours the city will be 
either surrendered or receive such a 
baptism of lire as seldom falls to the lot 
of a besieged town. 
“ If he refuses I 
will opeu on him at 12 noon tomorrow 
(Thursday) with every gun I have, and 
have the assistance of the navy, who 
are ready to bombard the oity with 13- 
inch shells. 
That is the program laid down by 
General Shafter aud is to be carried out 
to the letter. 
General Shafter is still 
commanding, according to the war de­ 
partment officials, auu, although dis­ 
patches have been received from Major 
General Miles, signed major general 
commanding, it is said that ne has not 
displaced 
General .Shafter in direct 
charge of the operations. 
The public, 
in one of these telegrams from General 
Miles, was given the first notice that 
our government had offered, in the 
course of negotiations with General 
Torsi, to send the Spanish forces in 
Santiago back to Spain. 
A few days 
ago it was stated that the president 
would insist upon unconditional surren­ 
der, but it appears that condition had 
been modified, as indicated by General 
Miles. 
Thi s was done from a desire to avoid 
useless bloodshed, for General Toral’s 
army removed to Spain would be harm ­ 
less to prevent our further operations 
in Cuba and would serve as good a pur­ 
pose as would the destruction of the 
Spanish army. To allow the Spanish 
general to Withdraw to the interior and 
fall back on Havana, on the other hand, 
woald pat as under the obligation of 
overcoming that additional force when 
it oomes to the siege of Havana. Our 
government also is moved to make this 
proposal to remove the Spanish forces 
to Spain through a strong desire to close 
up the operations at Santiago at the 
earliest possible moment. 
This 
desire has been 
materially 
strengthened by the appearance of yel­ 
low fever within the American lines. 
It was at first supposed that the men 
were falling ill with malaria and cli­ 
matic lever, as die cases were reported 
as simply suspicious. 
Now, however, 
comes the final admission that they are 
genuine yellow fever cases. 
Their ap­ 
pearance has determined the authorities 
upon a more active prosecution of the 
campaign. 
Orders nave or soon will go 
forward to General Shafter to discuss 
no more with the Spanish commander 
the terms of surrender, but to proceed 
to assault the town with all the force at 
his command aa soon as the present 
truoe expires. It is expected by Shafter 
tnat toe navy will co-operate and, while 
Secretary Long lias received no direct 
advices on that point from Admiral 
Sampson, he fully credits this expecta­ 
tion. 
The yellow fever is principally in the 
quartermaster’s department.

The JOO men comprising the garrison 
were made prisoners and their rifles 
were taken from them. 
Forty thousand rounds of ammuni­ 
tion and one Hotchkiss gun was also 
captured. 
Tins victory gives the Americans oon- 
troi of Subic bay. 
The Spanish were endeavoring to 
protect it with submarine mines and to 
make it ready for occupancy of the 
Spanish fleet supposed to be on its way 
from Spain. 
Admiral Dewey’s possession of Subio 
bay defeats Germany’s supposed plans 
to interfere in the Philippines. 
The insurgents have captured the 
valuable merchant coast steamer named 
Philippines. The native crew killed the 
officer of the ship before her capture. 
The insurgents were using the trans­ 
port in an attack, which they contem­ 
plated making on Grande island before 
Admiral Dewey was oalled upon. 
Although the attitude of the Germans 
is still irritating, Admiral Dewey is 
managing them with great diplomacy.

Key W e s t , July 14.—According to 
advices from Havana, received here 
yesterday. Governor General Blanco a t­ 
tempted to commit suicide when he 
learned beyond doubt that- Admiral 
Cervera’s 
squadron 
had been anni- 
nilated. 
Long before the Spanish admiral’s 
gallant dash out of Santiago harbor all 
Havana Had been boasting of his abil­ 
ity to outwit the Americans and when 
misleading dispatches gave the impres­ 
sion that he had eluded the American 
fic*et the demonstrations of joy rn the 
Cuban capital partook of the nature of 
a festival. 
When the true story of the defeat 
came it was discredited until definite 
confirmation from Madrid no longer 
left room for hope. Gloom settled upon 
the city, all gaieties were stopped and 
every public aud many private buildings 
were hung with crepe sud other black 
draperies. 
Blanco was in the palace 
when the intelligence reached him and 
he became almost frenzied. 
He was closeted with his staff and 
General Arolas of the Spanish forces 
discussing the uews when he made the 
attempt on his life. 
After a struggle 
he was subdued and disarmed, bat the 
shock was so severe that he was pros­ 
trated aud coin (ie ll od to keep to his bed 
for several days. 
When he arose his 
first order was to prohibit any food sup­ 
plies leaving Havana for interior towns, 
where the distress is most poignant and 
where many are starving daily. 
This 
and other valuable information was 
brought by Jose Pauline Blanco, who 
indignantly repudiated a suggestion of 
kinship with the governor general. He 
says he is a loyal Cul»au. 
He obtained a fisherman 's permit to 
go outside Morro and at 6 o'clock Mon­ 
day morning put off in a small boat. 
The United States gunboat Bancroft 
was stationed six miles out and he 
rowed to her, the Cojiiuar batteries 
east of Havana firing two shots at him 
when he was observed passing beyond 
the prescribed limits. 
The Bancroft 
transferred him to another vessel aud 
ne was brought here. 
Blanco says the living conditions in 
Havaua are constantly growing worse, 
the greatest distress necessarily falling 
on the Cubans, because nearly all the 
food is seized for the troops. 
Of those 
there are about 70,000 in the city, con­ 
sisting of volunteers, mobilized troops, 
militia aud regulars. 
Their rations are 
largely rice and beans without even 
bacon. 
Jerked beef, Blanco says, sells 
for 30 cents a pouud, bread of poor 
quality for 50 cents, lard $1, meat 75 
cents, cornmeal 25 cents aud rice 50 
cents. 
Shark food is eagerly sought 
and the day before Blanco left the city 
one shark caught in Havana harbor 
sold for 413.50. 
Those of the recouoeutrados who have 
sufficient influence with tun dispensing 
authorities sometimes contrive to get 
one wretched meal a <lay, but the others 
starve, and it is no uncommon thing, 
Blanco says, to see persons drop dead 
m the streets. 
Even among the Span­ 
iards starvation is rapidly sapping their 
loyalty, and a large number or mea are 
banding themselves together awaiting 
the first American attack on Havaua as 
a signal for revolt.

Italian citizen, amounting to $250,000, 
who was imprisoned and his property 
destroyed during a revolution.

aud the Italian government has sum ­ 
marily closed diplomatic negotiations 
with the Colombian minister at Rome 
and has notified Admiral Cainliani to 
proceed with the Italian squadron to 
Cartagena, Colombia, and there adopt 
forcible means to collect the amouAt. 
A dispatch from Caracas, Vanesaela, 
announces that the Italian squadron 
under Admiral Candiani left? La Guayra 
on Monday for Cartagena in order to 
seize the customhouse there. The in­ 
formation reaching the state depart ­ 
ment is to the effect that the Italian 
squadron will arrive at Cartagena on 
the 14th, today, and that it consists of 
four warships. 
In view of the serious possibilities in­ 
volved in the case, the United States 
government has sought to avert an im 
mediate crisis. 
Ou the request of the 
Colombian authorities that the good 
offices of the United States be exercised, 
word was sent to our charge de affaires 
at Rome to make inquiry into the 
status of the ease. 
There appears to be 
no disposition on the part of our gov 
em inent to interfere in suoh steps as 
Italy may take for the execution of the 
award, as we are precluded from con­ 
testing an award made by this govern­ 
ment. 
At the same time it is hoped that 
Italy may be disposed to grant sufficient 
time to the South American republic 
to permit her to pay the award without 
suffering the indignity of a seisure of 
ber chief commercial port.

The story of the stay of the Tenth 
Pennsylvania at Honolulu on their way 
to Manila is told by Captain Palmer in 
the interesting letter which follows. It 
contains statements and observations 
written when the captain was in the 
midst of the beauty of the plaoe. 
“Arrived at Honolulu last night at ll 
o’clock. 
Splendid reception given us 
today by the residents of the city, 
American and native, in the magnificent 
grounds surrounding the elegant palace 
lately occupied by Queen Lil. Mammoth 
palms afford splendid shade and tropical 
plants delight the eyes. 
“We had a splendid repast, embracing 
all the substantiate and luxuries 
I 
caught on with the residents, at the con­ 
clusion of the feast, by proposing ‘three 
cheers and a tiger for the remdents of 
Honolulu.* The entire regiment joined 
in with a will and made the grove ring 
again, while the ‘tiger’ was rendered in 
a manner which would have caused 
chills to permeate the marrow bone of 
the spinal column of a colony of wild 
animals in an African jungle. 
The 
citizens showed their appreciation by 
three hearty cheers for the Tenth Penn­ 
sylvania Volunteer infantry. 
I have 
ascertained the name, company and 
regiment of the comrade who was buried 
at sea on June 21. Sergeant Gettis, 
Company O, First Nebraska regiment, 
Beatrice. Nebraska, a school teacher, 
and a general favorite with his com­ 
rades. I have just received word that 
the double turreted monitor, Monterey, 
has been sighted out at sea, and that a 
skillful pilot has gone out to bring her 
into the harbor. This is good tidings, 
an she was long overdue and fears were 
entertained for her safety. 8he is to 
escort as to Manila, if we go there. The 
rumor is prevalent this afternoon that, 
in case annexation becomes an assured 
fact, and we receive the assurance at 
this point tomorrow night, the Tenth 
will be held here, in order to protect the 
place and prevent the Dons from sliding 
in and occupying our new possession. 
We do not believe the rumor, but do be­ 
lieve that we will be well out on the 
Pacific on Sunday evening, heading for 
Manila and Dewey. Annexation is very 
popular here among the Americans, and 
among the educated and better class of 
natives. Talking with a resident of 20 
years today, he said: ‘Are we in favor 
Of annexation? Well, I should smile. 
Why, my dear sir, so favorably are we 
impressed with the idea that, in case 
we oould not obtain the wish of our 
heart in any other manner, we would 
declare war against Unole Sam, force 
him to conquer us, and thus slip into 
his mnch desired embrace. Yes sir, we 
are in favor of annexation, with a big 
'A ,' first, last and all the time.' Hon- 
olulu has a delightful climate the year 
round. Don’t imagine, for a moment, 
readers of the News Review, that this 
snug little port is behind the times. 
I visited a barber shop today aud bad a 
shave, hair cut aud shampoo; paid 75 
oents for the privilege, and the barber 
was an artist, while the establishment 
was a beauty, as handsomely furnished 
as heart could wish. Barbers, good 
ones, receive $17 50 per week, and have 
a half day off ; work until IO o'clock on 
Saturday nights and IO o’clook on Sun­ 
day mornings. Day laborers are poorly 
paid—from $1 to $1.25 per day. Skilled 
labor is better paid than in the United 
States. I made my way iuto the office 
of a morning daily paper this forenoon, 
expecting to see something like the 
plant of a small country town in the 
states. I found a splendid plant, com­ 
plete in every detail, with linotypes busy 
at work, under the skillful and speedy 
manipulation of educated natives, with 
Americans at head of departments. The 
job department would make the N e w s 
R e v ie w foreman, 
Sergt. F. Leslie 
Trump, happy, while Foreman Will 
Cornelius, of the N e w s R e v ie w , would 
forcibly exclaim: 
‘Well, Cap; this 
beats me, aud it is a dandy from Dandy. 
villa, Dandy oounty, far excelling any­ 
thing down in Texas.' 
The editor 
and owners of the plant are Ameri­ 
cans, while 
the reportorial depart­ 
ment is filled by American and native 
taleut, one of the latter, bright as a 
dollar, being a graduate of the Colum­ 
bus, Ohio, university, and acquainted 
with some of our East Liverpool boys, 
I received a kindly welcome, and en­ 
joyed myself to the full. I am writing 


this letter in the reception room of the 
magnificent palace lately occupied by 
Queen Lil, and all the tables are occu­ 
pied by busy boys in bine, engaged in 
sending letters to loved ones at home, 
while a full length portrait of the queen, 
done in oil, by a gifted artist, smiles 
down upon us from the wall. I had the 
pleasure today of visiting the room 
where rests the throne which the 
dusky queen was wont to sit upon on 
occasions of state, and then visited the 
rooms where, for six months, she was 
held as a prisoner. From here I went 
to the observatory, and a magnificent 
view of Honolulu and the surronnding 
country, flanked by the placid waters 
of the Pacific, greeted my delighted 
vision. Mr. George Campton, sergeant- 
at-arms of the senate, is now at my 
elbow, giving me information respect­ 
ing Honolulu and vicinity. 
Enclosed 
find slips, showing how the senate and 
honse of representatives is polled. All 
mail matter, including paper, envelopes 
and government stamps, has been given 
to the boys in blue free of charge. Of a 
truth we are receiving royal treatment, 
and we shall carry the memory thereof 
so long as life exists and memory holds 
sway. Honolnln citizens seem to recog­ 
nize the fact, in fullest sense, that we 
are engaged in a war for the cause of 
humanity and Christianity.

A D e f e a t o f T h e i r F a i r M in d e d n e s s , R e ­ 
l i a b i l i t y a n d I n t e g r i t y . 
A very common error is prevalent 
that the work of reporters, given in 
newspapers, as a rule is not entitled to 
respect or credence. 
It is generally as­ 
se rued that the reporter w rites chiefly 
or wholly to make a sensation or in 
some way interest readers tyitbnut re­ 
gard to facts, while just the reverse is 
the truth in all reputable newspaper es­ 
tablishm ents. 
It is safe to assume that the state­ 
ments of reporters given in the leading 
reputable journals of the country are 
quite aa truthful as are the general 
statements from the pulpit; when the 
minister gets outside of strictly reli­ 
gious teachings, and very muck more 
truthful than are the public expressions 
of most if not all of the leading profes­ 
sions. 
With very few exceptions the 
management of our leading daily news­ 
papers enforce truthfulness and fairness 
as the supreme attributes for a newspa­ 
per writer, and yet it is common for all 
who are displeased with any reportorial 
statement to say that “ it’sa mere news­ 
paper story. ” 
It is true that there are a few con­ 
spicuous exceptions to the rule that gov­ 
erns the reputable newspapers of the 
country. 
Not only are the m an ag ers of oar 
leading newspapers entitled to great 
credit for the scrupulous care they in- 
force on their reporters an d correspond­ 
ents to present the truth with as exact 
fairness as is possible, but the public 
little know the ceaseless care that is ex­ 
ercised in every reputable newspaper 
office to prevent the publication of even 
the truth when it would be more harm­ 
ful to publish than to suppress it. There 
is not a week, indeed hardly a day, that 
the newspapers of this city do not sup­ 
press the facts proper for public infor­ 
mation which woald make a most inter­ 
esting story solely because it would 
bring a flood of sorrow to the innocent 
and helpless and cast an imperishable 
shadow upon their lives. 
W ith all the 
errors necessarily committed in a news­ 
paper office by reason of the haste with 
which the articles must often be prepar­ 
ed, the public little know with what 
thorough integrity the newspapers, as a 
rule, protect the innocent even at the 
cost of suppressing legitimate and inter­ 
esting information. 
The skeletons of 
hundreds of households are carefully 
guarded iii the newspaper offices of the 
country, aud generally without even the 
knowledge of the people who are thus 
protected.— Philadelphia Times.

returning to the fossil something in the 
dream had escaped him, and be coaid 
no more determine the species than be­ 
fore. 
The next night he had the same dream 
aud again forgot the essential point. 
He then determined to take a pencil and 
paper with him to bed and make his 
note as soon as he woke. 
The dream 
came the third time, but to bis surprise | 
on fully awakening he found the draw- j 
iug made and lying ou the table bed side, , 
with three bones displayed in it which 
were not visible in the fossil, and which 
solved the problem. On returning to the 
Jardin des Plantes he obtained permis­ 
sion of bis friend, the director, to chip 
away a scale of stone which lay on the 
spot where the bones were in the draw­ 
ing, and found them there as his draw- j 
iug bad given them. It is 30 years since 
Agassiz told me the incident, but those 
who have access to his history of the 
North American fishes w ill be able to 
read it in bis own words in the intro­ 
duction aud correct my version if my 
memory bas in any detail failed m e.— 
London Spectator.

There has been next to nothing in 
neW* from the Eighth since it landed on 
Caban* soil, last Sunday afternoon. 
Members of Company E have not com- 
annicated with their friends and cor­ 
respondents have been too busily en­ 
gaged at some other duty to get news 
matter through. The first news to come 
from the 
regiment appears in the 
Columbus Journal, and is signed by that 
paper’s correspondent. 
It follows: 
• The St. Paul, with the Eighth regi 
meet on board, made a quick trip from 
New York, having arrived here Sunday 
evening at 6 o’clock. Preparations were 
at once made to land, but the task was 
a disagreeable one in the extreme. 
A 
torrent of rain was falling and the St. 
Paul had dropped auchor a considerable 
distance out. 
The troops had to be 
loaded in small boats, none of which 
carried more than twenty men, and 
these had to run through a heavy surf to 
make the landing. There was plenty of 
water both from above and below, and 
while there was no danger it was very 
disagreeable. 
"The landing of the troops was com­ 
pleted Monday, the landing place being 
abont eight miles east of Santiago. 
General 
Shafter 
had 
need of the 
Eighth to strengthen his lines abont 
Santiago, and 
General 
Henry 
was 
ordered to take his command to the 
front, our position being near El Caney. 
The roads were in very bad condition on 
account of the rain and marching was 
very heavy, but the ‘President’s Own’ 
is composed 
of 
thorough 
National 
Guardsmen, most (tf them having seen 
service before, and the march, though an 
extremely severe one,was stood stoically, 
and the men arrived at their poet in good 
condition. 
"So far as I am able to judge, the city 
is completely surrounded with a deter­ 
mined, though thin, line of troops, and 
though not willing to surrender the 
Spaniards have no show of success. The 
condition of those in the city, if itoan be 
jtdged bv the refugees who swarm about 
as, must be terrible, and should prompt 
an immediate capitulation. 
"The members of the Eighth are in 
good condition, and hope to get a chance 
rn at least a small scrap before Santiago 
surrenders.” 


Firat SnffffeatAd 
by Robert Seytiell 
P en n sy lv a n ia In 1830. 
There was born in Milton, Pa., in 
1800 a man of wonderful genius, it is 
said. His name was Robert Sevdell. and 
be died in 1847. Four children survive, 
two of whom reside here—a son, Jacob 
Seydell, and a daughter, Mrs, Gray. 
Mr. Beydell was a coppersmith and 
was almost continuously wsrkiqg out 
some device connected with the ma­ 
chinery in his factory To him, it is re­ 
lated by some of the oldest citizens of 
this place, belongs the discovery of the 
process of making lead pipe, and, like 
many other inventors, the idea of mak­ 
ing the same was stolen from him and 
further de\ eloped to its present form of 
manufacture. 
It was in the latter part of the thir­ 
ties that the idea suggested itself to 
him, aud the following is the way he 
wrought it out: He first took a slug, or 
casting of lead, placing it on a mandrel, 
or rod of steel, about 36 feet long and 
an inch in diameter. The mandrel was 
highly polished, and upon this he drew 
or rolled out the lead to the full length 
of the rod, thus giving him an inch 
bore, and the material was rolled, it is 
said, to a one-fourth inch, making a to­ 
tal diameter I % inches for the pipe. 
After completing several sections of the 
length of the mandrel be soldered them 
together, making the pipe of whatever 
length he desired. 
He put it to practical use by fasten­ 
ing it to pump heads, and also running 
it from springs to connect watering 
troughs and springhonses in the coun­ 
try round about here. Being greatly 
pleased with bis discovery and receiv­ 
ing the most flattering of comments 
from his friends and neighbors in this 
section, be concluded to make his in­ 
vention more widely known, and hence 
made a visit to Philadelphia, taking 
his device with him. 
At the Franklin institute in that city 
be gave his first exhibition to quite a 
number of inventors, artisans and me­ 
chanics. As it is now related, every one 
who witnessed it was more than de­ 
lighted, and so expressed himself in 
his immedite presence. It was not long 
that he was allowed to remain in a con­ 
dition of supreme happiness over his in­ 
vention, for a short time after he made

How th e D etroit Broke Up W hat th e In ­ 
surgent Adm iral Called a “B lockade.” 
An Incident That 
Pleases Men W ho 
Have been Sm iling Men F igh t. 


It was in January, 1894, that the 
civil war in Brazil was coming to a cli­ 
max in the harbor at Rio. Admiral da 
Gama of the insurgents was in the har­ 
bor with several ships-of-war. The gov­ 
ernment held the city, but while the in­ 
surgent admiral bald the water no ship­ 
ping could go up to the front as long as 
he said it couldn’t, and be said no. 
Various governments were affected by 
this embargo—“ blockade” the admiral 
called it. Great Britain was concerned 
chiefly, but the United States was a 
good second, with Germany and other 
nations as well. 
Europe looked to America to do some­ 
thing in the matter and was naturally 
diffident abont interfering in family 
rows on this side of the water. At last 
Admiral Benham was sent down ^o take 
charge of the United States fleet in Rio 
harbor. The flagship was the San Fran­ 
cisco, and on Sunday, Jan. 28, Admiral 
Benham called on his captains to come 
aboard. Among them was Commander 
BrowDSon of the Detroit. It is said that 
after the conference this commander 
came back to his ship smiling. However 
that may be, he certainly smiled next 
morning. Just after 6 o’clock that even­ 
ing—it was calm as could be, almost— 
the Yankee naval ships were seen to be 
in a hustle. The canvas awnings faded 
away, and in the night certain sonnds 
were heard aboard them, at which vari­ 
ous listeners put their hands cup shaped 
behind their ears to listen harder. On 
the morning of the 29th there was a 
change in the appearance of the Yankee 
fleet. It had taken off its coat, waist­ 
coat and shirt, so to speak, and was just 
eying itself when day dawned to see 
bow good its training had been. 
The insurgent ships Aquidaban and 
Tamandare were up the bay above Vi- 
ana island with their cables short, 
ready to trip. The Trajano and Guana- 
bara, as well as the fleet of armed tugs,

Commander Brownish waved h i s 
hand, with a half smile, and this crew 
fell back. 
Then the Yankee ships led the way 
to the docks, with other ships crowding 
in with them, aud after awhile the re­ 
bellion collapsed. Bnt the sailors who 
were on the Detroit at that time have 
told the story of Commander Brown- 
son’s smile to other sailors, and these 
to still others, till it has rippled to ev­ 
ery water where the starry flag flies, 
and it is heard with marked interest by 
men on the ships of other nations—men 
who have seen. smiling men fight —New 
York Sun.

The fine old custom of speaking pass­ 
ing ships is rapidly dying out among 
the skippers of today, and the general 
opinion seems to be that the modern 
master is, as a rule, too easy going to 
bother about anything cd the sort. 
Colonel 
Hozier, the 
secretary of 
Lloyds, considers that a deal of trouble 
and anxiety would often be avoided if 
captains wenld but take the trouble to 
speak ships within reading distance of 
their signals. In many instances anxiety 
with respect to overdue vessels would 
be allayed, and, furthermore, there 
wonld continually be news for the 
friends of masters and for the hundreds 
of thousands of others who are interest 
ed in the great merchant marine of this 
country. 
Chatting the matter over, Captain 
Frond, the secretary of the Shipmasters’ 
society, said: “ The practice of speaking 
each other at sea and reporting at ovary 
opportunity is, I am sorry to say, dying 
out among the captains of the present 
day. 
I suppose they are indifferent, or 
careless, and do not consider it worth 
the trouble of hoisting the signals and 
making oot the other fellow’a It is a 
very great pity that an exceedingly use­
